Paris, Aug. 25.—Burning villages and heaps of bodies lying 


on Belgian soil around Charleroi show the ferocity with which the 
allied French and British troops opposed the wave of German troops 
that rolled them over and drove them back to France. For ten 
hours the tide of battle ebbed and flowed at Oharleroi, the town be- 
ing- taken and retaken six times before the allies withdrew. 


Part of the city was wrecked according to report» of the con- 


flict received by the war office today. 
The villages of Marchien- 


nes, 
Monceau, Chatelct and Landeliea were burned.
